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TV's Unsolved Mysteries could be answer 
to local family’ s search for missing son 


By Terry Wright 

For over 18 years, Dewey and 
Roberta Corlew have wondered what 
really happened on the night of March 
15, 1974, when their son suddenly 
vanished into thin air. 

Atfirst they thought he would surely 
come home to them within a day or a 
week. But, as the weeks stretched into 
months and the months into years, 
they have come to the realization that 
they might never see him again. Now 
they would settle for knowing anything 
about that fateful night and about what 
eventually became of their son Perry, 

Through the years the Corlews and 
their children have never given up the 
search, but every lead has taken thera 
to a dead end. However, their hopes 
are high again because they have 
decided to take their case to NBC- 
TV’s Unsolved Mysteries. Though 
Perry by now is thirty-six years old, 
and identifying him could be very 
difficult, his fatherand mother believe 
that this could be their last best hope. 

Perry Corlew was a senior at 


Grayling High School in 1974. He 
worked part-time in a local gas station 
and he had just purchased a car. 
Although he had previously been in a 
minor scrape with the law, he was a 
typical teenage boy from a typical 
loving family. 

On the evening of March 15, his car 
was involved in a small hit-and-run 
accident, but no one could identify 
Perry as being the driver. 

Shortly after, the car was found on 
southbound I-75 just south of the 
Roscommon exit with the lights on, 
the motor still running and the driver’s 
side door open. Despite a search and 
subsequent investigation by Grayling 
and Roscommon police, no trace of 
Perry Corlew was ever found. 

Today, the Corlews, led by 
daughters-in-law Lynnetteand Dalene, 
are circulating petitions to have Perry’s 
story — or at least a missing person’s 
picture of Perry — to be seen on 
Unsolved Mysteries. They hope to 
collect 2,500 signatures which, along 
with complete details of the story, will 


be sent to NBC. 

Officials there have promised to 
review the case, and if they decide to 
acceptit, a potential viewing audience 
of tens of millions across the United 
States could hear the story and see 
Perry’s face from his 1974 graduation 
picture. 

“Knowing anything at this point is 
better than knowing nothing at all, 


even if the news is bad,” say the § 


Corlews. “We want to know that 
Perry is alive and well, but if that’s not 
the case, we're ready to accept that, 
too... as long as we know the truth. 
Right now, we just want to get on 
Unsolved Mysteries.” 

Although national television is their 
current goal, the Corlews are 
determined to continue the search in 
case Unsolved Mysteries fails to bring 
their answer. They say they will never 
give up the search. 

Anyone who would like to help in 
getting Perry’s story told on Unsolved 
Mysteries can pick up petitions that 
are located throughout the Grayling

Nelson Miles celebrates 90 years of 
local, state, national accomplishments

Born on a farm in Dorr on May 9th 
of 1902, Nelson Appleton Miles was 
the first of seven children, Lester and 
Susie Miles, who made their home on 
a plot of land near Holland, may have 
toyed with destiny and named their 
newborn after a distant relative: 
Gencral Nelson Appleton Miles was a 
Civil War commander of the 
Richmond Brigade, and he succeeded

Apparently, this exira 
study paid off, as later after bicycling 
into Stevensville for high school, 
Nelson passed a special exam and was 
cligible to teach summer school. It 
paid him the princely sum of $100 per 
month, 
WORKING THROUGH 
COLLEGE 

Not certain in what professional! 
direction to turn, Miles continued 
teaching. The $100 did not, of course, 
provide him with ample moncy both 
forlivingandtoattend Albion College. 
So he worked four or five other part 
time jobs, “cleaning out coal furnaces 
and shoveling the ashes. I eventually 
landed a job as a teller at the 
Stevensville Bank. Ii wasn’t a very 
big bank; it only had two employees. 
Butit was areal job, and there was this 
girl.” 

This girl, it seems, was the one who 
lived next door, “and cur song was 
BlossomTime.” Heremembersasking 
her to a dance. Helen Zick, daughter 
of general store owner and fruit farmer 


Otto Zick, accepted his invitations and 
his proposal of marriage. They were 
married in 1925, with her teaching 
salary enabling Nelson to pursue alaw 
career, 

F, T. Miles, an attomey in . Holfand 
and Nelson’s uncle, had no sons who 
were interested in joining him in the 
firm,sohe asked if young Miles would 
be interested. He jumped at the 
opportunity and set to work on 
collections and sundry other chores 
found in suchoffices. Simultaneously, 
he corresponded with the Chicago 
School of Law and obtained a LLD in 
1931. 

“Then my auntdrove meto Lebanon, 
Tennessee, and dumped me,” he says 
with a chuckle, “t was expected to 
attend Cumberland Law School. [had 
no money and no place to stay, but I 


wasn’t to come home until I gota jj 


degree.” “Helen,” he says with 
unabashed pride, “came to my rescue 
again, She was still teaching and she 
paid my way, I received an LLB that 
samc year and passed the Michigan 
Bar. We added a new partner to the 
firm, Ray Smith from Harvard, as my 
uncle ran for and was clected circuit 
judge.” 

In the Centennial History of 
Michigan, the biography section states, 
“Nelson A. Miles deserves much credit 
for what he has accomplished. He

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Nelson Miles celebrates 90 years of 
local, state, national accomplishments

depending upon his own resources for 
a living, and his study of law was 
pursued in thie hours which are usually 
termed leisure.” 

“That, and weeding onions,” he 
laughs his familiar laugh, 


STATE LEGISLATURE 
By this time, friends and associates 
from Hope College and the general 
area where he was practicing law had 
convinced him that he was needed in 
the state legislature. He was elected in 
1937 and served five terms. 


As chairman of the judiciary 
committee, Nelson found himself in 
the thick of the “banking holidays” of 
that cra. “We took script because 
there was no money,” he remembers. 
“We were responsible for much of the 
banking legislation, as there was no 
Chapter 11 or 13 in those days. We 
had to pass judgment on which banks 
were solvent and which were not; we 
appointed receivers to close some and 
to reorganize others. People refused 
to buy stock in them because if you 
were a stockholder, you were 100% 
responsible for the banks’ debts. It 
was finally necessary to amend the 
constitution and climinate that liability 
clause.” 

“And with the banks closed, there 
was literaily no money,” Helen adds. 

“But Helen’s dad taught her to save 
and she had money she kept in a tin 
box. She had money for all of us,” he 
says. 


DURING STRIKE YEARS 

Miles satin the legislature for $3 per 
day. “We, by law, could only convene 
every other year. We'd call special 
sessions; we had to. With the ‘sit 
down’ strikes in Detroit going on, 
people were being killed and the 
National Guard was called out.” 


In 1935, Michigan celebrated 100 

years of statehood, but had 20% of her 
people out of work. The Tigers did 
win the World Series against Chicago, 
but the CIO organized the unions and 
150,000 auto workers idled 60 plants 
in 14 states. Governor Murphy was 
inaugurated in 1937, Fitzgerald in 
1939. When he died in office, 
Dickinson took office, only to have 
Waggoner oust him in 1940, Busy 
days, those. Miles describes them as 
riding a proverbial whirlwind. 


By 1943, he was being actively 
pursued by an automotive giant called 
Holley Carburetor of Warren. Their 
interest in him — his reputation having 
preceded their actual offer of 
employment — was due to “the 
systematic and thorough preparation 
and presentation of his cases,” as 
quoted the by Michigan Biography. 
As General Council for the 
corporation, Miles was expected to 
extricate the company from its war 
obligations in Washington, D, C. 
Unfortunately, the position also 
required a total uprooting from friends, 
associates, and family. Nevertheless, 
the decision to leave Holland was 
made, with a one-year trial period 
somehow tuming intoa 25-year career 
move into the fast lane. As the year 
stretched intoa quarter century, honors 
and distinctions mounted, but so did 
the toll it takes. 


GRAYLING MOVE 

In the early 1970s, Miles began to 
look toward retiring to Grayling, where 
they had maintained a log cabin for 
many years. Life since that time, 
however, has resembled anything but 
retirement, As a major organizer of 
the Northern National Bank in 1978, 
he served as chairman until it became 
Chemical Bank North. Miles, as a 
practicing attomey in general law as 
well, became involved with clients,

HELPING SKI LODGE 

The ski lodge, as many remember, 
had gone into bankruptcy in the carly 
70s, and it was “Joe and Faith Stripe, 
Helen and I, and lots of others who 
took tow tickets, dusted, dragged in 
firewood, cleaned the buildings and 
generally ran the place because we 
weren tallowed tohire any employees. 
The Rotary Club wasa huge part of the 
effort too. They had pot luck dinners 
and Bemie Fowler brought wood out 
there by the truckload. All this time, 
better than two years, we went back 
and forth with court orders and 
paperwork. I was more than glad todo 
it, but it sure was a busy time for us, 
being semi-retired and all.” 

The work ethic of Nelson A. Miles 
is obviously “if it needs doing, do it.” 
I never intended to get rich from 
practicing law; I just wanted to help 
people. I trulyenjoy being ina position 
to guide senior citizens especially. 


Most of them have worked hard all of 
their lives, and to take a lot of moncy 
for helping them seems unfair. Helen 
and I, over the years, have made 
wonderful friends, here and elsewhere, 
and because we've always becn 
connected with corporations and 
various associations, we feel it’s just 
natural to retum some of that good 
fortune and experience to others,” 
Miles’ “good fortune and 
connections,” incidentally, extend to 


being trustee of Lawrence Institute of 


Technology, the Masonic Lodge and 
Shriner's Club, the Michigan Chamber 
of Commerce, the Birmingham and 
Grayling County Clubs, Tau Kappa 
Epsilon national fraternity, and 
numerous board and membership 
positions held over a 50-year span. 

As Chairman of the House 
Committee on Impeachment 
Proceedings (1944), he appeared 
before the Senate against a member of 
Judiciary. In a_ successful 
impeachmenthearing against an Upper 
Peninsula judge, it made Michigan 
history.
